Committee approves $13 minimum wage 


Full city council will vote 
Wednesday on measure 
at emergency meeting

A hike in Chicago’s minimum wage was all 
but guaranteed this week after a city coun- 
cil committee passed an ordinance Monday 
that would raise the city’s wage from $8.25 to 
$13 by 2019 —a 57 percent increase. 

“The working men and women of Chica- 
go have waited,” said Ald. Will Burns (4th), 
who sat on Mayor Emanuel’s minimum wage 
working group this summer. “I believe that 
they have waited long enough.” 

The ordinance goes to the full council 
Tuesday morning during a special emergency 
meeting. 

During Monday’s meeting of the city 
council’s Committee on Workforce De- 
velopment and Audit, Ald. Walter Burnett 
(27th) said he met a constituent at a home- 
less shelter who was making minimum wage 
but could not afford an apartment. 

“T think this is the right thing to do,” said 
Burnett, who originally supported a raise to 
$15 but says he changed his mind to support 
a $13 wage. “We're not going to die. Every- 
body’s not going to die. Everything’s not go- 
ing to close up.” 

The $13 plan was one of three competing 
ordinances on the table at Monday’s meet- 
ing. The ordinance would bump Chicago’s 
minimum wage from $8.25 to $10 beginning 
July 1, 2015. The wage would then gradually 
increase until hitting $13 in 2019. After that, 
increases would be pegged to inflation. 

The special meeting fulfills Emanuel’s ear- 
lier promise to put the issue on the council 
agenda before the year is over. A minimum 
wage increase also could bolster his image 
among progressives, a group he needs to win 
over in February’s election. 

Passage of a local wage hike gets Chicago 
ahead of Illinois. The General Assembly in 
Springfield has been considering a statewide 
minimum wage ordinance that could include 
language prohibiting municipalities from 
setting their citywide wages above the state’s 
minimum wage. 

“T think having the vote happen this week 
in Chicago is important because it is a very 
clear message to Springfield to say, ‘Back off, 
you don’t get to take away Chicago’s wages,’ ” 
said Amisha Patel, the executive director of 
Grassroots Collaborative, which has lobbied 
to raise the minimum wage. 

Voters said they decisively supported a 
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Aldermen Bob Fioretti (2nd), John Arena (45th) and Nicholas Sposato (36th) stand behind members of Action Now and the Raise Chicago Coalition at 
a press conference at City Hall on Monday to advocate for a $15 minimum wage in Chicago.

minimum wage increase in the November 
election, when two-thirds answered “yes” to 
anon-binding ballot question about whether 
the wage should be raised to $10. Another 
non-binding question on the March ballot in 
select Chicago precincts asked whether the 
city’s wage should be hiked to $15 for large 
businesses; it passed with more than 80 per- 
cent of the vote. 

But a Chicago-only wage could make the 
city less competitive and complicate the 
business climate, said Theresa Mintle, CEO 
of the Chicagoland Chamber of Commerce. 

“We are standing with other business 


organizations in Chicago and in Illinois in 
support of a state solution to the minimum 
wage debate that’s going on right now,” Min- 
tle said before Monday’s meeting. “We will 
stand up and basically say that if the Chicago 
City Council acts ... before the General As- 
sembly gets to act, we will not support that 
action.” 

The $13 proposal had another vocal critic 
in Ald. Tom Tunney (44th), who said small 
businesses in his neighborhood oppose the 
measure. 

“The companies are going to raise prices 
and reduce labor. It will have an inflationary

effect,” said Tunney, who owns the Ann Sath- 
er restaurants on the North Side. “These 
are people that open their door with risk 
and capital and their own blood, sweat and 
tears.”

HIV’s ability to cause AIDS 
is weakening, study finds 


Rapid evolution of HIV, the human immuno- 
deficiency virus, is slowing its ability to cause 
AIDS, according to a study of more than 
2,000 women in Africa. 

Scientists said the research suggests a less 
virulent HIV could be one of several factors 
contributing to a turning of the deadly pan- 
demic, eventually leading to the end of AIDS. 

“Overall we are bringing down the ability of 
HIV to cause AIDS so quickly,” Philip Goul- 
der, a professor at Oxford University who led 
the study, said in a telephone interview. 

“But it would be overstating it to say HIV 
has lost its potency—it’s still a virus you

“You can manage your tickets significantly 
better,” said Brooks Boyer, the Sox senior vice 
president of sales and marketing. “It gives 
people the option to use mobile ticketing 
where they don’t have to use a ticket at all.” 

MLB Advanced Media, the league’s media 
arm, owns tickets.com, which manages ticket 
services for the league’s 30 clubs. Last season, 
80 percent of single-game tickets were deliv- 
ered digitally, an increase from 2011 when that 
number was 50 percent, according to MLB 
Advanced Media. 

Experts said the move is a natural progres- 
sion as consumers increasingly incorporate 
technology into their lives and as teams seek 
a marketing edge. The data gleaned from fans 
is not unlike what’s long been practiced by air- 
lines, supermarkets or online retailers. 

“It allows them to see what people are 
buying,” said Irving Rein, who teaches at the 
Northwestern University School of Commu- 
nication and recently co-wrote “The Sports 
Strategist: Developing Leaders for a High- 
Performance Industry.” “They’re trying to 
have a better customer experience and it gives 
them access to material and information they 
never had before.” 

Bernard Mullin, CEO of The Aspire 
Group, an Atlanta-based sports marketing 
and consultancy firm, said when tickets are 
shared electronically—bar codes and other 
secure information is sent—the team learns 
about the person transferring it as well as 
where it’s sent. That’s because teams and their 
ticket brokers such as Ticketmaster require 
registration information. That data can lead 


to emails or texts about events or merchan- 
dise, which Mullin said is not spam but fans 
hearing directly. 

Ticket stubs have been a boon for the mem- 
orabilia business. Earlier this year, a ticket to 
Game 4 of the 1927 World Series Game sold 
for $41,825 in an auction hosted by Heritage 
Auctions. 

Michael Heffner, president of Leland auc- 
tions in New York, said he’d be surprised if 
hard tickets vanished completely, but he said 
the trend of adopting digital ticketing could 
make hard tickets more scarce and therefore 
more valuable. 

O’Ryan said when she learned about the 
change, she contacted her ticket representa- 
tive to express her disappointment. 

“T’m still one of those old school people. I 
keep a scorecard when I go to games by my- 
self,” she said. “I guess I still like those old 
traditions.” 

Still, Boyer argued that the print-at-home 
option doesn’t mean the death of the col- 
lectible ticket. He said the Sox have a special 
design for print-at-home tickets, just as they 
have for hard tickets in the past. 

He recalled when the Dodgers, one of three 
other teams operating ticketless, created 
commemorative tickets for season-ticket 
holders after Clayton Kershaw’s no-hitter. 

Rein said some fans may fear how much in- 
formation is gleaned. 

“Tt used to be that you got tickets and were 
anonymous,” he said. “Now if you go to a 
game, the team knows if you went and when 
you got there.”

BEARS 

The team continues to mail out traditional hard 
tickets but allows fans to access tickets digitally 
and transfer them electronically. A spokesman 
said the team is following digital ticketing and 
will consider what's best for its fans. 


BULLS 

This season the team introduced digital ticket- 
ing to season-ticket holders and is not provid- 
ing any hard tickets (even for a surcharge). 
Tickets are accessed via the team’s mobile app 
or by printing off a computer. Tickets may be 
resold or transferred via email. The team plans 
a rewards system with perks based on atten- 
dance and purchases at the United Center. 


CUBS 
A spokesman said the Cubs will mail traditional 
hard tickets in 2015 to season-ticket holders. 


The team is continuing a digital ticketing pilot 
program that allows participating fans to use 
either digital or printed tickets. 


SOX 

Beginning next season, the Sox will no longer 
mail traditional hard tickets to season-ticket 
holders unless they request them and pay a 
$20 annual surcharge. Otherwise, they must 
print tickets off a computer or use smart- 
phones for scanning. Fans also will be able to 
forward or transfer tickets electronically. 


BLACKHAWKS 

The team mailed out traditional hard tickets 
but offers fans the option of having digital 
tickets delivered to a smartphone. The team 
also provides season-ticket holders the ability 
to forward tickets via email. As for the future, a 
spokesman said the team continues to explore 
opportunities and is reviewing benefits and en- 
hancements of digital ticketing.

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Both projects are indicative of how the 
women’s work has evolved. They mounted 
their first window display in 2007 at Wicker 
Park’s City Soles using feathers, yarn and 
an old wine barrel from Salvage One. What 
once was more abstract now is infused with 
elements more tangibly significant to the 
client. But Hodges and Burritt still wouldn’t 
classify their work as marketing. 

“Tt’s a hybrid. We think about this a lot, 
how we kind of skirt the line between art and 
design,” Burritt said. “Our backgrounds are 
pretty technical and design-heavy, but the 
process and how we actually treat and create 
work is very artistic.” 

Studying graphic design and interiors, 
respectively, Burritt and Hodges, who met 
while working at a coffee shop as students 
at Columbia College, say they’re uniquely 
equipped to help clients visualize their 


sometimes-out-there, never-kitschy design 
concepts and materials. 

Often those materials are scraps Indo has 
on hand—discarded wood, extra promotion- 
al booklets, repurposed nail polish bottles— 
but other times, some imagination and 
detective work are required. In one instance, 
Burritt and Hodges couldn't find the quantity 
of paper needed for a Steppenwolf Theatre 
project, so they reached out to a recycling 
company that offered up 10,000 pounds of 
the stuff—and more than a few paper cuts, 
Hodges says. The vending machine capsules 
the women worked with on a 12-by-6-foot 
sign for children’s furnishings store Land of 
Nod were a serendipitous eBay haul. 

“We learn so much with each different 
material,” Hodges said. 

They had similar luck tracking down rope 
to separate their work areas when Indo

The workshop’s 
walls are decorated with prints by photogra- 
pher Stephanie Bassos, who shares the loft 
with Hodges, Burritt and florist The Fox- 
glove Studio; and an art panel crafted from 
Domino’s pizza boxes. 

Basement storage space was a must at 


the new digs, Burritt and Hodges say, since 
housing 10,000 plastic capsules or mountains 
of felt pieces can get a little overwhelming. 
At their homes in Humboldt Park and a 

few blocks away in West Town, respectively, 
Hodges and Burritt like to keep things tidy. 
But that doesn’t mean they leave everything 
at the office—especially at a time of year 
when the designers’ brand of creativity really 
comes in handy. 

“Every year my mom sets up a gift wrap- 
ping station—and I always go a little crazy,” 
Burritt said. “Everyone always jokes, All 
right, let’s see what Linsey did this year.’ ”
